The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


Each day it gets harder for the willing boy with- 
out training to land a job. Radio announcing, which, 
next to being a movie star, seemed to be the casiest 
and most pleasant job for a young gentleman with- 
out any particular training. is now on its way to 
be a closed profession, except for those with train- 
ing. 

The magnates of the radio world have met and 
drafted up a set of conditions which all future 
aspirants for jobs as radio announcers will have to 
meet. In addition to having a pleasant voice and 
the ability to talk ad lib when necessary, the future 
applicant will have to have a university education, 
ability to speak one other language than his own, 
possess a musical education and be able to pass a 
Standard in spoken language tests—and several 
other things. 

Although it will be hard on the bright young 
man who cannot afford to take a university course, 
but who otherwise has acquired an education, there 
is justification for the course adopted. In a growing 
degree, radio announcers are becoming popular 
educators. 

Even in so superficially small a country as Eng- 
land there are a hundred different ways of pro- 
nouncing the King’s English. Taking a bicycle 
ride over the Pennine Range, I stopped to enquire 
of some miners at a place called Luddenden Foot, 
the best road to take across the mountains to York. 
They fell to arguing among themselves. Although it 
was within my own native county of Lancashire, I 
could no more understand what they were saying 
than if they had been talking in a Polynesian 
dialect. 


It is possible to tell an Oxford from a Cambridge 
graduate by his speech, though both may claim 
to speak good English. The test for Anglican 
curates, I understand, is in the reading of prayers 
Where the Cambridge man says “He that hath ears 
to hear, let him hear,” sounding the “h” in hear, 
very much as Canadians do, the Oxford man indi- 
cates his source of culture by saying, “He that hath 
yaws to yaw, let him yaw.” They say it still differ- 
ently in Lancashire. 


Some years ago when the present King George, 
as Prince of Wales, visited Canada, there was great 
excitement at a fashionable girls’ college in Toronto 
when news came that the Prince was to visit the 
school and would make some remarks.

By Dr. Frank McCoy 


ELECTRIC LAMP THERAPY 

Within recent years we have become familiar 
with the value of sunlight for preventing rickets 
and improving the calcium metabolism in the body. 
Many people, however, do not know that it is pose 
sible to artificially produce by means of electricity 
all of the various rays found in sunlight. In many 
respects the artificial rays in the hands of a good 
physiotherapist are superior to the rays of the sun 
Not only may the intensity of the power of the 
rays be regulated, but it is possible to leave out 
some of the rays, normally found in the sun, and 
which might be undesirable in some conditions. 
Man's ingenuity has also made it possible to manu- 
facture a number of therapeutic rays which are not 
to be found in natural sunlight. 

HIGH CANDLE POWER LAMPS 


The simplest form of artificial therapeutic lamp 
is really an enlargement of the ordinary electric 
light bulb so that as much as from three to five 
thousand candle power may be produved from one 
globe. This lamp is used mainly to produce a re- 
laxation in the muscles under the skin and to bring 
a larger supply of blood to the part treated. A 
variation of the same type of light is where many 
small bulbs are used in place of one or two large 
ones. We frequently find two dozen or more small 
lamps employed in this way in electric light 
cabinets where they are very effective for pro- 
ducing a copious perspiration with less feeling of 
exhaustion than occurs in other methods. 

ULTRA-VIOLET 

Other types of lamps produce the actinic or 
ultra violet light which is similar to the chemical 
rays in sunshine. These rays will not pass through 
glass and, therefore*the ultra violet light generators 
have to be specially constructed without glass: so 
that the rays will either pass directly to the patient 
without a filter or pass through a filter made of 
fused quartz. The ultra violet light generators are 
of two kinds: one makes use of an electric arc 
formed between two carbons of special composition, 
and the other forms the ray by passing a current 
of electricity through a mercury vapor contained 
in a fused quartz bulb. This ultra violet or actinic 
light is the one which is used to manufacture 
Vitamin D in foods and it will have a similar action 
in the body if the light reaches enough of the skin 
surface. This ray may also be concentrated and 
used locally to burn off skin blemishes or to treat 
infected regions, One action of the ray is to tan 
the skin, and, if used too long at one time or in 
too concentrated an amount, it will burn the part 
of the body treated. This ray curiously enough 
does not feel) warm when applied and a half an 
hour or more may pass before the skin reddens 
and the burn is noticed. Some of the oxygen in 
the air gh which ultra violet rays pass is 
changed-to ozone so that it smells something like 
the air following an electric storm. 

INFRA-RED 

Another type of lamp commonly employed is 
designed to produce a large amount of infra-red 
tray which is a heat ray and in its purest state quite 
invisible. has a greater penetrating 
power in the body than do most of the common 
Tays and is used for relieving pain and congestion 
deep in the body. Ordinary electric heaters produce 
Uus ray to some extent but there are special lamps 
for the doctor's office which will produce this ray 
with other rays strained out so that it can be more 
effectively controlled. 

These are only some of the ways in which elec- 
tricity may be used to produce rays for therapeutic 
purposes. Electricity has many other and even more 
plicated uses which I will tell some 
future articles.

Care In Washing 
Will Preserve 
Valuable Lace 
Lace needs a warm, dry atmos- 
phere with occasional light and air 
to help in its preservation. Clean- 
ag 


it is best to take very valuable 
pieces to an expert. If the lace is 
not very dirty it may be dry- 
cleaned 


To dosthis, place it between sheets 
of dark blue tissue paper, cover 
thickly with calcined magnesia, roll 
up tightly and leave for sev eral 
hours. Then gently rub and roll it 
so that the powder absorbs the dirt. 
Shake well and then rub with a soft 
cloth 

press with a 
slin or tissue 


paper 


One way of washing lace is to

Put the 
lace right side down on the table 
place the pins in an upright position 
along the straight edge first, 
into the points, draw the net to its 


full width so that the holes are 
hexagonal in shape Leave until 
dry 


With some laces it is safe to put 
them in a saucepan ‘enamel) and 
bring them to a boil in a solution 
of pure soap 

Unbleached lace can be retinted 
with a cold solution of tea 

Vinegar is used in the rinsing 
water for black lace to help to pre- 
serve its color 

Spirits of wine will remove mould 
marks from lace but must be used 
with great care 

If the lace is made of silk, add 
half a teaspoonful of methylated 
spirits to the rinsing water to e 
a gloss, 

Gum wa {two teaspoonfuls to 
half a pint) may be added to the 
rinsing water to stiffen the lace 

Gum water is made by diss i 
two ounces of white gum arabi 
crystafs in half a pint of hot water 
Strain and bottle 

If lace becomes discolored it ca 
be bleached by stewing bora 
and water (one teaspoonful 
borax to one quart of water) 
out of doors

A WAR OUT OF THE INKPOT 

The first Anglo-Chinese war 
1840-1842, was preceded by the 
seizure and destruction of 21,000 
chests of opium which had been 
muggled into China in the face 
of an imperial prohibition. The 
smuggling was accomplished by a 
fleet of English and American 
craft. At the order of Emperor 
Tankwang, a ruler of great ben- 
evolence, the opium—valued at 
about $12,000,000—was utterly 
destroyed. The opium inciden 
was a contributory cause for the 
outbreak of the war, but technic- 
ally the war was caused by a re- 
fusal on the part of the Chine 
authorities to cease referring t 
the English settlers of China as 
“I” (foreign barbarians) 

The war lasted two years, and 
ended with the bitter rout of the 
Chinese armed forces, the pay- 
ment of an indemnity by China 
in the sum of $21,000,000 and a 
solemn engagement on the part 

of China to abolish the objection

ICE AGE MA 
NOW CORNERED 


On Missing Persons List 
For 20,000 Years 


WASHINGTON, D.C, June 9-- 
|The ice age man, on_ science’s 
|“missing persons” list for 20,000 
years, may be cornered at last in 
the caves of West Texas. 

The clue with which scientists 
hope to “get their man” after 200 
jcenturies is a stone spear point 
}found in one of the caves. Ice age 
}man, they think, used it to hunt 
Arctic musk oxen when much of 
the continent was covered with 
glaciers. 

The spear point clue was found 
with bones of a species of extinct 
bison and of musk oxen such as 
now live only in the far north, b) 
Edgar B. Howard of the Pennsyl- 
vania Museum of Philadelphia. It 
is almost positive evidence that hu- 
man beings were there at the same 
time as the animals. Similar spear 
points, also associated with bison 
bones, have been found elsewhcre

Dealing with unemployment in 
the province, Ald.
